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Irvine Council approves joint ordinance

The 
Irvine City 
Council 
meeting began Monday night with 
Shirley Fowler, mother of Scott 
Camden, a city employee recently 
incarcerated for DUI, pleading for 
her son to “get a second chance” and 
possibly get his job back. 

She said hed worked for the city 
for 14 years, that “everybody liked 
him,” and that “he knows he messed 
up. 

Mayor Ernest Farmer said, “I 


sympathize with you, but it doesn’t 
look good.” Farmer went on to say 
he would “never say never,” because 
the court could do what it wants to 
do after he leaves office. 

Councilman Tim Burkhart 
suggested that the matter be discussed 
in a closed session at the end of the 
meeting, and City Attorney Rodney 
David advised the same because the 
issue is a personnel one. 

The council approved a second 
reading of the ordinance to decide 
by vote if Irvine and Ravenna city 


governments should merge. 

Employee health insurance was 
the next item on the agenda. Mayor 
Farmer said to keep the same service 
with the same insurance plan as 
last year would cost almost $16,000 
more. He and the council agreed to 
approve an “alternate 1” plan, which 
would cost the city $3000 more, 
require the employees to pay more 
and include some minor differences 
with co-pays. 

He also noted that Irvine Police 
Officer Jeff Knuckles resignation 


begins on March 13, and applications 
are being accepted for a new police 
officer. 

The council unanimously approved 
a resolution to seek support from the 
Kentucky River Authority and Jerry 
Graves for the use of Lock 12 and its 
surrounding property for developing 
tourism opportunities. 

Councilwoman Nelle Williams 
discussed reservations about 
“prettying up” Lock 12 if Lock 11 is 
about

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Kentucky Agate, Nature's art 

Co-author of book about ‘state rock and mineral treasure’ will be featured guest at Estill Arts Council meeting

Some say the colorful agate 
found in a few east-central 
Kentucky counties, including 
Estill, is rarer than diamonds. 

However, it wasn’t until the 
1970’s that people began to 
realize the beauty contained 
inside the rustic round 
geodes that were frequently 
seen piled around Grandma’s 
flower beds. 

Interest in Kentucky agate 
grew, and by the year 2000, it 
was named the official state 
rock. 

On March 18,2014, Roland 
McIntosh, one of the authors 
of “Kentucky Agate: State 


Rock and Mineral Treasure 
of the Commonwealth,” will 
be the featured artist at the 
Estill Arts Council meeting 
at the public library on Main 
Street. 

McIntosh will be bringing 
samples from his agate 
collection, and he will also 
have copies of his book with 
him. 

The publication, which 
he co-wrote with Warren 
Anderson, is creating new 
awareness of the treasure that 
can be found in our local hills 
and creek beds. 

McIntosh says he’s been 
hunting agate for more than 
30 years, and his hobby 
happened “by accident.” He 
was visiting with an uncle, 


who showed him a ring that 
he’d made out of steel. The 
conversation brought out 
a belt buckle made from a 
stone found in a creek bed in 
Powell County. 

The beautiful bands of 
color intrigued McIntosh, 
and he began asking 
questions. When someone 
showed him a pile of geodes, 
his interest in agate-hunting 
was born. 

McIntosh says he knew 
he wanted to write a book 
about the subject after only 
two years of hunting for and 
researching agate, but it took 
him 28 years to get it done. 

He’s already at work on 
a second book about the 
subject though, this one 


“much more extensive.” 

Filled with gorgeous 
photographs of agates of 
every shape and hue, the 
current book is already doing 
well. (Photographs are by

collapse. City Attorney Davis said it is his 
impression that all locks and dams are under 
review and that improvements of Lock 12 are 
part of a sort of “master plan” for the entire 
system. He also said that Jerry Graves would 
be one to whom those concerns could be 
addressed. 

Fire Chief Tony Murphy reported that snow 
sliding off the fire station had been a problem 
and probably needs to be addressed before 
another winter. He also said the department 
should know within 30 to 60 days what the 
most recent ISO ratings are. 

Councilwoman Williams inquired about 
the old city hall building and if anyone knows 
what is going to be done with it. Some council 
persons reported “hearsay” that the second 
floor of it will be made into apartments and a 
business put in on the lower floor. 

Councilman Tim Burkhart asked the 
council to have surplus equipment inventoried 
and to get rid of it. He also asked about the 
extent of street damage from the weather and 
subsequent scrapings. He asked if the noon 
siren could be put back up, reminding the 
Mayor that it has been painted and is in the 
building and ready to go. 

Councilman Glenwood Tipton said 
someone had inquired about what would have 
to be done to annex the golf course into the 
city limits, and Attorney Davis said he’d have 
to check into exactly where current city limits 
are. 

Tipton also pressed for the city clerk to 
provide him with city employees’ W-2’s, with 


all confidential information blacked out. He 
says he needs to know for “something I’m 
working on.” 

There was some discussion about whether 
it is legal to give salary information via a W-2. 
Clerk Sewell said she could provide a list of 
employee positions and what they make, but 
Tipton said, “I want a W-2 with everything 
marked off.” 

Councilwoman Janice Bush expressed 
appreciation to the council for sending 
flowers, for calling and for prayers for her 
husband Eugene, who suffered a serious fall 
several weeks ago. 

Police Chief Brad Smith, also speaking in 
his role as Alcohol Beverage Administrator, 
said he’d like to put some rumors to rest about 
the applications for packaged liquor licenses. 

He said the three applicants were Montie 
Brock and Wesley Morgan of Richmond, and 
James Johnson of Irvine. 

All applications have been sent to the state, 
and none have been approved yet. That 
decision will be made in Frankfort. 

All applicants are asked to prepare economic 
impact statements explaining how many 
employees they will have, etc., and they must 
be completed in March. In April, properties 
will be inspected and a decision will come 
later. 

The meeting concluded with the council 
going into closed session. 
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He says if members of the Guard experience 
PTSD or other problems while not on active 
duty, medical help has to be paid by an 
employer’s insurance or by insurance they 
purchase themselves. 

Kelly recalls when he was sent to Desert 
Storm, which, fortunately for him, turned out 
to be the “Two Week War.” 

“We were called, got active, went to the rally 
point—then the war was over in eight days,” 
he said. 

Kelly also participated in Operation 
Greenspan, which assisted the Kentucky State 
Police as they went into marijuana fields. 

Kelly believes in giving back to the 


community. He recently helped sponsor a 
Primetime Wrestling event for the American 
Legion ladies, which “made them about $300.” 

Primetime Wrestling will be at the Ravenna 
National Guard Armory at 335 Cow Creek 
Road on Saturday, March 15 at 7 p.m. 

The event is sponsored by AJET General 
Store, Webb Rentals and Ken White, the 
police chief of Ravenna.

University of Kentucky Press is just 
beginning its big marketing push that will 
take the book into the Ky. state parks and 
other shops. 

The cover of the book features an agate with 
a pattern resembling the state of Kentucky. 
McIntosh says he cut that rock, but he didn’t 
notice at first how closely the color bands 
matched the outline of the state. 

While red agate is the most prized and 
sought after, many colors and forms of it can 
be found in the area. McIntosh says as far as 
he know, there is no greater variety of agate 
anywhere else in the world than that which 
can be found in and around Estill County. 

Kentucky agate is found primarily in the 
eastern Kentucky Knobs region and is most 
heavily concentrated in Estill, Powell and 
Jackson counties. It can also be found in 
Menifee, Madison and Lee counties. 

McIntosh will again be attending the 
rock and mineral show at the Mountain 
Mushroom Festival as he has every year since 
it’s been here. He plans to bring copies of his 
book to that also. 

When the rock hound isn’t out hunting 


rocks, he can usually be found in his garden 
or at a local farmer’s market. He sells 
produce—and gemstones made from agate— 
at Lexington and Powell County markets. 

Those interested in learning more about the 
prized rocks can search “Kentucky Agate” on 
YouTube and find video clips of an episode 
of Kentucky Life featuring Roland McIntosh 
and Dave Shuffet as they wade creeks and 
hunt agate. 

McIntosh says there is a lot to appreciate 
about a rock-hunting expedition, even if 
no agate is found, including the pleasure of 
being out in nature. If nothing else, he says, 
trekking over slippery rocks is good for the 
balance. 

Still, the real excitement comes when the 
swirls of color and patterns inside the geodes 
are revealed. 

“When I cut them open, I’m the first person 
to see something that was made between 225 
and 250 million years ago,” said McIntosh. 

And that is why he never gets bored with 
his hobby.

Council meets 


The first 35-40 minutes 
of Monday nights Ravenna 
City Council were filled 
with heated bickering. 

The discussion began 
about a possible error in 
the reading of the minutes, 
which eventually ended 
with the council pledging 
to get it right the next time. 

After that, tensions ran 
high amid questions of 
perceived differences in the 
monthly financial report 
and the quarterly financial 
report. 

Starting that 

conversation, Ravenna 
Councilman William 
“Pigg” Van Cleve pointed 
out a discrepancy in the 
January financial report 
(which had been approved 
in February's meeting). 

After he questioned 

other figures, City Clerk 
Susan Lay threatened 

to quit, suggesting that 
someone else who thinks 
they can do a better job 
should take over. 

One figure in dispute 

turned out to be a 

transposed number. City 


Clerk Lay also found 
that she had left a $39.95 
cable bill off the report. 
Councilman Van Cleve 
continued to press the issue 
as he questioned why gas 
expenses were off 30 cents. 

The beginning and 
ending balances were the 
same both before and after 
the discussion. 

February's financial 
report was accepted 
without much ado, as were 
the police and fire reports. 

In other business, the 
council approved a second 
reading of a joint ordinance 
between the cities of Irvine 
and Ravenna to put the 
issue of merging the two 
city governments on the 
ballot. 

A resolution was also 
read and approved saying 
that the city of Ravenna 
would agree to explore with 
the city of Irvine and the 
Estill County Fiscal Court 
the possible use of Lock 12 
and/or the grounds around 
it for developing tourism 
opportunities. 


Felony charges brought before grand jury

place, first and second; assault, third 
degree, of a police/probation officer; 
possession of marijuana, manacing, 
and assault, third degree of a police/ 
probation officer. Bail was first 
denied, with Martin being deemed 
a danger to himself and to others, 
but it was later set at $10,000. He 
pleaded not guilty to all charges. 
3-3, Kristen White, 21, of 2707 Dug 
Hill Road, was arrested after a victim 
claimed he was hit over the head 
with a whiskey bottle by White. He 
said the couple got into an argument 
over him not giving his cell phone 
to her.

This week at the Capitol 


FRANKFORT - The 58 
granite steps leading to 
the State Capitols front 
doors mark a place where 
Kentuckians arrive with 
hope. 

This is where they 
come aspiring to make 
their voices heard and 
see their ideas for a better 
future become reality as 
statewide public policy 

These steps were a 
backdrop to a historic 
scene 50 years ago as 
10,000 Kentuckians, led 
by Dr. Martin Luther King 
Jr., completed a march 
through a late-winter chill 
up Frankfort’s Capitol 
Avenue. Newspaper 
reports of the day say 
marchers arrived at the 
Capitol steps united in 
purpose, with hopeful and 
soaring hearts, making 
a full-throated call for 
Kentucky’s governor and 
lawmakers to support a 
ban on discrimination in 
employment, housing and 
public accommodations. 

“It was the greatest 
demonstration this 

Capitol has ever seen,” The 
Courier-Journal said on 
the next day’s front page. 

Two years later, the 
Kentucky Civil Rights 
Act was signed into law, 
making Kentucky the first 
southern state with a civil 
rights law. 

Kentuckians inspired 
by Dr. King’s message 
converged on Frankfort 


again this week to 
celebrate the 50th 
anniversary of the historic 
March on Frankfort. On 
Wednesday morning, a 
crowd stretching several 
city blocks followed the 
path to the Capitol taken 
by King and the original 
marchers. 

Once again, messages 
of hope were spread 
through freedom songs, 
chants, banners, speeches, 
smiles and laughter, and 
optimism that Kentucky is 
moving toward a brighter 
future. 

Some marchers climbed 
the Capitol steps after the 
celebration to see their 
representative democracy 
at work. Many met 
with lawmakers, others 
attended legislative 

committee meetings, some 
stayed to witness Senate 
and House proceedings 
that afternoon. 

Those who visited the 
Capitol that day - and 
every day the General 
Assembly was in session 
this week - had much 
to see. With the 2014 
session in its final half, 
the legislative process is 
picking up speed with 
each passing day. 

Bills that took steps 
forward this week include 
the following: 

•SB 109 would 
prohibit the sale of 
electronic cigarettes to 
minors. E-cigs resemble 
traditional cigarettes and 


use vapors or aerosols to 
deliver nicotine to users 
without the usual cigarette 
smoke. SB 109 was 
approved by the Senate on 
a 36-2 vote and sent to the 
House for consideration. 

•HB 145 would allow an 
end-of life order known as 
a “medical order for scope 
of treatment” to be used by 
Kentuckians. Such orders 
summarize patients’ 
preferences on life- 
sustaining measures and 
end-of-life medical care 
in the form of physicians’ 
orders. The bill passed the 
House 86-7 and awaits the 
Senate’s consideration. 

•SB 100 would expedite 
the processing of 
applications for concealed 
deadly weapons licenses 
by creating an electronic 
application process. 
Electronic applications 
would be processed in two 
weeks or less. Currently, 
paper applications must 
be processed within 60 
days. The Senate approved 
the bill 37-0 and sent it 
to the House for further 
action. 

•HB 256 would create 
an adult abuse registry to 
help employers find out if 
applicants for adult-care 
jobs have been caught 
abusing, exploiting or 
neglecting adults. The 
legislation was approved 
by the House Health 
and Welfare Committee 
and sent to the House 
chamber. 


•SB 106 would allow 
domestic violence 

victims who have been 
granted emergency 

protective orders to 
receive provisional 

concealed deadly weapon 
permits in one business 
day. Petitioners would 
undergo the same 
application process as 
others but would have 
45 days to complete the 
training required for a full 
concealed carry license. 
The bill passed the Senate 
35-0 and awaits action in 
the House. 

•HB 62 would prevent 
those convicted of 
first-degree rape from 
claiming parental rights to 
children born as a result 
of the assaults. The House 
passed the measure 92-0 
and sent it to the Senate 
for consideration. 

•HB 222 would prohibit 
gas chambers from being 
used to euthanize animals 
in Kentucky animal 
shelters. The American 
Veterinary Medical 

Association advises 

against routine use of 
gas chambers in shelters 
unless they meet stringent 
standards and criteria that 
are considered difficult for 
many Kentucky shelters 
to meet. The bill passed 
the House 84-6 and awaits 
Senate consideration. 

This week also marked 
the arrival of the session’s 
deadlines for introducing 
new bills in the House 


and Senate. All told, more 
than 800 bills have been 
filed for consideration 
in this year’s 60-day 
session. With the passing 
of the deadline to add 
to that number, Capitol 
observers now have a 
clearer picture of the 
range of issues lawmakers 
will be considering in the 
days to come. 

The granddaddy of this 
session’s issues is expected 
to take a significant step 
forward next week. The 
House budget committee 
is expected to take up 
the state budget and put 
its own stamp on the 
$20.3 billion, two-year 
spending plan proposed 
by the governor before 
sending it to the full 
House for consideration. 
Once approved there, the 
spending plan will receive 
its turn in the Senate. 

That makes this a crucial 
time for Kentuckians to 
stay in close touch with 
their lawmakers and offer 
feedback on the issues 
of the day. Citizens can 
see which bills are under 
consideration and keep 
track of their progress 
by visiting the Kentucky 
Legislature Home Page 
at www.lrc.ky.gov.

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The storyteller of forgotten days 


I am sure by now that 
you all know that I am not a 
historian. I am a story teller. 
I am a teller of stories that 
have been forgotten for over 
seventy years. As soon as I 
write one story, another one 
crawls to the surface, and I 
begin another journey into 
the recesses of my mind. 

I am openly amazed at 
times by the stories that 
begin to twist and turn until 
they finally burst out and 
scream, “Do you dare to tell 
this story?” Then, without a 
moments hesitation, I begin 
to type and put it down on 
paper. My stories are not in any 
particular order, they are just in the order that I remember 
them as other stories somehow bring them to life. 

After talking to my brother, Marion, who is 89 years old, 
I tunneled into my very, very early childhood and found a 
story that had been pushed back so far that it would never have 
come to life had it not been for his remembrance of a painfully 
hungry time in our life. 

As I have told you before, we were very poor as far as money 
was concerned. My daddy was an attorney, but his clients, 
even though they were in trouble, had a very limited amount 
of payment options. Sometimes a client would only be able 
to produce a bushel of potatoes. When he delivered them 
he had no idea how pleased we were and as soon as he left, 
Mama would start to work her magic, and we would have a 
wonderful supper. 

One night when we went to bed, the cupboard was bare, and 
when we woke up the next morning it was still bare. There 
was no Genie lamp to rub and miraculously fill the empty 
shelves. Daddy and Mother had a quick conversation, and then 
they filled a box with things that mother had made, and after 


a few minutes, which seemed like hours, Daddy returned with 
groceries for a week. 

No matter what kind of food that Daddy brought in, we 
appreciated it, and we were allowed to eat until we could eat 
no more. Thankfully, Mother was very talented with her 
handwork, and there were always people who still had money, 
and of course would always have money, who wanted to buy 
these beautiful items. 

We did not have wall-to-wall carpet on our pine floors, but 
we were fortunate enough to have large area rugs. We did 
not own a sweeper, so every day Mama swept the rugs with 
her broom and put the dirt in her waste pan to be deposited 
outside. She would then get out her darning needle and repair 
any holes that she had found in the time worn rugs. 

Mama took good care of all that we had and made every 
effort to make everything last as long as possible. Mama did 
her best to keep the rugs clean during the week, but as early as 
possible on Saturday morning, all rugs were hung across the 
clothes line and beaten until every speck of dust was gone. 

You never took the rugs off the line till Mama tested the job 
that we had done, with one of her very strongest beats. If the 
slightest little whiff of dust was seen you continued to beat the 
rug until mother was completely satisfied. When it rained on 
Saturday, no one got too upset because we knew we would be 
able to finally skip a week of beating the rugs. 

Everyone got a Montgomery Ward and a Sears, Roebuck 
Catalog. As soon as my mother could get her hands on one of 
them she would turn the pages until she found the sweepers 
and dreamily run her fingers over the pictures of the Hoover 
Electric sweepers. This was her dream machine. 

In 1905 a Model T Ford cost about $300, and a brand new 
Hoover vacuum sweeper cost $75. By the time the 1930 s 
arrived, they were not any cheaper. 

Of course, they were still way, way out of our price range, so 
we all had to sadly accept the fact that poor Mama would never 
have such a wonderful machine, and we would be destined to 
beating rugs till the day we died. 

Somehow the word got around that some of the “rich” 
people in town had these sweepers. One of the little girls that 


I got to play with occasionally told me in very strict confidence 
that her mother had one. 

One day when we were playing dress-up in some of her 
mothers older but still beautiful dresses, she said that I could 
see this beautiful sweeper, but only if I promised not to tell a 
single living soul. I had to swear an oath to die, just in case that 
I did have a slip of the tongue and tell anyone. 

To be able to see a machine that cost more than a lot of people 
made in months and months was an unbelievable dream and 
so I quickly swore “the death oath.” She took me to a room 
that was full of brooms and feather dusters and cans and cans 
of oils for dusting. She very carefully removed the velvet cover 
that protected this beautiful machine and I finally got to see 
the magnificent “Hoover Vacuum Sweeper.” 

It was just as beautiful and shiny as the picture in the 
catalog. She said that if I was very careful I could touch it. 
There was no way that I was going to miss a chance like that. 
As I ran my fingers over this thing of beauty, I just knew that 
my Mama had to have one. 

That night I asked Daddy to go for a walk with me, and 
without a second thought, I broke my promise to my little 
girl friend and told him everything that I had seen and how 
beautiful it was. 

Now, to my horror, I realized just what I had done. I had 
done the unthinkable. I had broken “the death oath.” I could 
do nothing now except wait breathlessly for something to 
happen. I begin to sweat a little, but after a few minutes I took a 
deep breath, wiped my sweaty brow, and decided that nothing 
was going to happen any time soon, so taking Daddy’s hand, 
we continued on with our walk. No more was said about our 
little talk, but a few months later Mama got her machine. It 
was many years later that I found out that my little girlfriend’s 
father had an employee that had gotten in trouble. This fine 
gentleman got my daddy to defend his employee and Daddy 
told him that his fee was a new Hoover vacuum machine. 

At that moment I knew that anything was possible, if you 
just knew how to work it, and also, if you break a “death oath 
promise,” you may sweat a little but you won’t die.

TIMES PAST 


The following is continued from a piece 
which ran in the March 6 issue of the 
Citizen Voice & Times. It is continuing 
Chapter 6 of Hallie Johnstones book 
History ofEstill County. 

WAR AFFECTS ESTILL 
COUNTY 

When news of the declaration of war came, 
muskets were taken down from the walls and 
horses were taken from their stall sand ridden 
to meeting places. 

Feelings rose high; many houses were 
divided in their sentiments. Some of the male 
members went with the South and others 
with the Union. Soon the able-bodied men 
marched off with their muskets under their 
arms. 

Women and children had to plow, milk, 
sow, reap and defend the homes as well as they 
could. Men had the war to win as they saw if 
for the future welfare of themselves and their 
loved ones, and all who came after them. This 
took them far from home into strange lands 
and fearful danger. It is not known how many 
failed to return, but there were times when 
brotherly love transcended loyalty to ideas. 

One thousand Union men and one hundred 
and fifty Confederates in Estill County 
answered the call to arms and six different 
regiments were formed. 

FIRST BLOODSHED 

The first blood that was shed on Estill soil 
between men of the North and the South that 
we have any record of took place at Spout 
Springs. The story was related by the late Mrs. 
Shelton McKinney, a resident of that section. 

The occasion was the meeting of new non- 
uniformed recruits en route to their respective 
camps. Each group decided to stop at Spout 
Springs to rest and water their horses, when 
a lively battle, hand and fist, took place which 
ended in a shooting match and the death of 
one soldier on each side. 

Ironically, they lie sleeping, the Blue and 
the Gray, side-by-side, in the Jackson Chapel 
Cemetery, only a short distance away. 

Near this same spring and in the 
surrounding community there are indications 
that centuries ago battles between Indian tribes 
might have taken place; many arrowheads 
and other Indian artifacts have been found, 
and occasionally are still being plowed up by 
farmers in that section. 

In the early settlement of the country, 
springs such as Spout Springs, which has never 
been known to go dry, were coveted by both 
the Indians and the early settlers. The spring 
is now owned by Mr. and Mrs. Sam Tuttle. It is 
only a short distance from the old aboriginal 
trail, which was made by the Indian, the 
buffalo and the elk, now Highway 82. Weary 
travelers still stop at the spring to rest and to 
drink the cold crystal water. The surrounding 
community takes its name format he spring. 

Mr. E.C. Park contributed greatly to Civil 
War annuals in his history written in 1906. In 
it he describes the men of Estill County. 

The bravery of the citizens of Estill County 
has become a by-word all over the state of 
Kentucky. Probably this is attributed to their 
record during the Civil War. When war broke 
out, there was no section where the call to 
arms was more earnestly answered than 
within her borders. 

It is true that the sentiment of Estill’s people 
were somewhat divided, and as a consequence, 
she supplied valiant soldiers for both sides. 

John Morgan had several volunteers, and 
they were as brave a lot of men as ever drew the 


sword. For the Federal Army Col. H.C. Lilly 
organized the 14th Kentucky Calvary. There 
were also numerous scattering regiments 
that received volunteers from this county, but 
for true merit and noble deeds, there was no 
regiment in the entire army who performed 
their duties so successfully and who endured 
more hardships that did the noble Old Eighth 
Kentucky, Infantry Volunteers. 

This regiment was organized by Col. Sidney 
M. Barnes, who at that time was proprietor of 
the beautiful summer resort, the Estill Springs. 
Col. Barnes was also a lawyer of pronounced 
ability, and a man of magnificent personal 
appearance. 

IN August, 1861, upon numerous occasions 
he addressed the citizens of Estill, Madison 
and adjoining counties, principally held upon 
occurrence of drills, that were participated 
in by the Home Guards. He spoke of the 
necessity of better organizations to protect 
ourselves from being run over by the Rebels. 

On the 14th of September, 1861, a battalion 
of half a score of companies of HOme Guards 
met at Texas, Madison County, Kentucky, 
(Now Waco). The loyal citizens were there 
with baskets that teemed with good things to 
eat. Captain John Wilson and A.D. Powell, of 
Estill County were present with their recruits. 
Enthusiasm waxed warm. 

It was not long afterwards before the entire 
requisite of numbers was obtained and the 
regiment made their headquarters at Estill 
Springs. The Colonel’s low row of cottages 
were used as headquarters for the men. The 
services of an experience baker was procured. 
He, however, was unable to attend to the 
wants of the entire regiment, and they formed 
themselves into messes or squads and did 
their own cooking. But this life of pleasure 
was soon cut off. 

The real trouble started with the prevalence 
of measles, which, while it resulted in the 
death of none of the men, incurred troubles 
which were afterwards apparent. 

On the 13th of November, 1861, ten 
companies were organized with the following 
officers: Sidney M. Barnes, Colonel; Reuben 
May of Clay County, Lieutenant Colonel; 
Green B. Broaddus of Madison County, Major; 
John S. Clark of Estill County, Adjutant; and 
Timothy Paul of Clay County, Chaplain.

The author regrets that she has not been 
able to secure more of the names of those who 
fought to help preserve the Union. These were 
secured, one might say, hither and thither. 
Since I have been unable to secure a list of 
Confederates in this area, I might be accused 
of being prejudice to the Union. This is not 
true; I had relatives who fought for the North 
and the South. 

I have not been able to get the names of the 
few from Estill who joined Kirby Smith’s army 
at Richmond. However, it is with pride that 
I mention the name of Hon. James Banford 
White. (1842-1931) 

Mr. White’s sympathy was with the South 
when the war came on, then only a lad 
of 17 years, he walked from his home to 
Hazard, a distance of 80 miles, to enlist in the 
Confederate Army, where he served under 
the commandment of General John Hunt 
Morgan at Greenville, Tennessee, serving 
under General Joh C. Breckinridge until the 
close of the war. 

The following excerpt, taken from the 
history of the Eighth Kentucky Infantry by 
Capt. T.J. Wright, gives the reader an insight 
of how the war affected the citizens of Estill 
County. (History loaned by the courtesy of 
Mrs. G.W. Witt, who inherited it from her 
grandfather, Shipton Stevens, a veteran of the 
Civil War). 

In the month of December, 1860, the state 
of South Carolina passed the rash and fatal 
Ordinance of Secession. This dark ominous 
cloud of civil discord that arose in the South 
and gathered strength as it rolled northward, 
threatened soon to burst into a terrific storm 
of civil war, blood and carnage, and convulse 
this mighty Government from center to 
circumference. Early in the winter of 1861 
all Kentuckians became intensely interested 
in the question of the propriety of Kentucky 
seceding and casting her fortune with the 
other slave states. In central Kentucky, 
especially those counties bordering on the 
southern part of the Bluegrass region debate 
became decidedly warm and spirited. Union 
home guards were organized in most counties 
along the Kentucky River, and throughout 
the northern part of the state. T.J. Wright 
commanded one in Estill County. They met 
twice a week, (every man had a rifle or shot 
gun, ready for an emergency) principally 
to drill. These raw recruits displayed poor 
military rank and file, these undisciplined 
companies contained brave and fearless 
men. Accustomed to handling firearms from 
early boyhood, they were considered to have 
excellent marksmanship, and only needed 
schooling and discipline ot make them, as 
most of them afterward proved, the best of 
soldiers. 

In August 1861, Sidney M. Barnes, a lawyer 
gifted with more than ordinary talent as a 
speaker, and proprietor of the noted watering 
place Estill Springs, addressed the citizens of 
Madison, Estill, and some of the adjoining 
counties, at a series of meets, principally held 
at the time and place where the Home Guards 
met to drill. 

He stressed more perfect organization and 
the necessity of being armed with guns of the 
same caliber and uniform clothing, with some 


assurances of renumeration. The Colonel 
humorously remarked, “not withstanding 
your bravery, which is undoubted, should the 
Rebel army succeed in advancing this far, all 
you married men in the Home Guards will 
be sure to want to go home and see after Sally 
and the children. 

On September 14th, 1861 a battalion muster 
of half a score of Home Guards companies met 
at Texas, in Madison County (now Waco). The 
loyal citizens of the surrounding county came 
with well-filled baskets of choicest provisions. 
A picnic of mammoth proportions was the 
result to which everybody was welcomed by 
the local kindhearted women who prepared 
it. Capt. Wilson and Powell were present with 
their new recruits, there were also present 
other companies, who with fife and drum 
were appealing to the patriotism of the youth 
to take arms in defense of the government. 
There are many survivors of the Eighth 
Kentucky that dated their enrollment from 
that memorable day. 

Two companies under Capt. Powell and 
Capt. Wilson had obtained their quota by 
September 22, and on that day were given 
a bountiful feast by the local fathers and 
mothers of Station Camp as a farewell token 
of their love to the boys and devotion to the 
cause of the union and liberty. That long 
table extended half across Uncle Edd Wilson’s 
pasture, loaded with rich and savory food, 
surrounded by kind mothers, sisters, and 
sweethearts, insisting on us partaking of 
more when we had eaten to repletion. It was 
a scene we often recalled to mind when were 
we later on quarter rations “Away down South 
in Dixie.” The following day on September 23, 
1861, these two companies rendezvoused at 
Estill Springs, carrying with them many good 
shot-guns and rifles borrowed from reluctant 
Rebel owners. The encampment was armed 
principally with loaded guns of all kinds and 
calibers. 

The evening of November 27, a delegation 
of loyal ladies from the town of Irvine and 
vicinity assembled on the long veranda of the 
principal Estill Springs Hotel building, one of 
them bearing above her a large and beautiful 
silk flag, made by the ladies, winding up with 
the admonition to “carry that flag to victory 
and never let it be deserted or dishonored by 
the brave Kentuckians!” The throbbing hearts 
and the quivering lips of our brave mountain 
boys responded, “Never, Never!” giving three 
cheers for the loyal ladies of Estill. 

On the morning of the 28th of November, 
long before the light of day, the echoes of 
Sweet Lick Knob resounded the music from 
the Eighth Kentucky. After a hasty breakfast, 
at sunrise the regiment formed, amid music 
and cheering. Every man appeared to be eager 
to be moving as though the suppression of the 
rebellion mainly depends on their individual 
exertions. Hasty farewells were made to 
relative and friends, and they were on the 
march. Quartermaster Curtis had the services 
of a few citizens with teams and wagons for 
this special march. Some time was spent in 
ferrying the command over the Kentucky 
River at White’s Ferry, where many good 
loyal fathers and tearful mothers and sisters 
had collected to take, perhaps, the last look at 
their son or brother. A drizzling rain started 
about ten o’clock and continued to pour all 
day. The road, principally a mud pike, soon 
became a loblolly of mud and water. At four 
p.m. we entered Richmond, Kentucky. The 
loyal citizens welcomed us to the spacious 
courthouse and two large churches, and 
gratuitously furnished victuals to the whole 
company.

Buttercups in pastures 


One of the signs that spring has 
arrived is when yellow buttercups 
begin to appear. Its during the 
winter months that the vegetative 
growth of buttercup actually 
takes place. As a cool-season 
weed, this plant often flourishes 
in over-grazed pasture with 
poor stands of desirable forages. 
In fact, many fields that have 
dense buttercup populations are

Agriculture Extension Agent spring months.Buttercups are 

sometimes classified as short¬ 
lived perennials, but often grow as winter annuals. Plants 
typically produce five, shiny yellow petals in the early spring. 
There are four different species of buttercups that may be 
found in Kentucky: bulbous buttercup (Ranunculus bulbosus), 
creeping buttercup (Ranunculus repens), tall buttercup 
(Ranunculus acris) and small flower buttercup (Ranunculus 
arbortivus). Although each of these plants may have somewhat 
similar flower heads, each of these buttercup species differs 
somewhat in their vegetative leaf characteristics. New seeds are 
produced during the time petals are showy. If you wait until after 
flowers appear, it can be too late to implement control tactics. 
This is one reason buttercups can survive year to year and new 
plants emerge each year. Most buttercup plants emerge from 
seed during the fall or late winter months. Therefore, pasture 
management practices that improve and promote growth of 
desirable plants during these months are the best methods to 
help compete against the emergence and growth of this plant. 
Whereas, livestock overgrazing fields during the fall and winter 
months is one of the main factors that contribute to buttercup 
problems. You can mow fields or clip plants close to the ground 
in the early spring before buttercup plants can produce flowers 
and that may help reduce the amount of new seed produced, but 
mowing alone will not totally eliminate seed production. For 
chemical control, herbicides registered for use on grass 
pastures that contain 2,4-D will effectively control buttercup. 


Depending on other weeds present products that contain 
dicamba and 2,4-D (eg. Weedmaster), aminopyralid (eg. 
ForeFront, Milestone), triclopyr (eg. PastureGard, Crossbow) 
or metsulfuron (eg. Cimarron) can also be used. However, 
legumes such as clovers interseeded with grass pastures can 
be severely injured or killed by these herbicide products. For 
optimum results apply a herbicide in the early spring (February 
- March) before flowers are observed, when buttercup plants 


of desirable forages.For more information, contact the Estill

Encouraging word: stepping stones to something better

When he wrote, 
“Life for me ain’t 
been crystal stair,” 
Langston Hughes 
aptly described life 
for many. 

It doesn’t always 
come like we want it. 

We want good 
things to happen, and 
bad things to happen. 


But life moves 
on, and we can 
make something 
better out of the bad 
things. 

It is a vivid 
memory; I shall 
never forget it. 

I sat in a banquet 
room with a group 
of ministers waiting 
for the after dinner 
speech. 

I had never heard 
of the speaker of the 
evening, but I saw a 
man at the head table 
sitting in an unusual 
position reacting 
pleasantly with those 
around him, and I 
assumed he was the 


speaker. 

In a moment the 
man was introduced, 
and reaching for 
two canes, he arose 
with much difficulty 
and approached the 
podium. 

His back was bent 
so that he looked to 
be no more than four 
feet tall. 

For the next 
forty-five minutes, 
he captivated that 
audience with good 
humor, wisdom, and 
common sense. 

During that time, 
he told us, as a young 
man, he was afflicted 
with the worst form 


of arthritis that left 
him bedridden for 
two or three years, 
but he decided that 
there was more to life 
for him.

Invictus, a poem 
written by the 
English poet, William 
Ernest Henly, who 
experienced some of 
the bad things of life. 

Yet, moving 

beyond those bad 
thing, he wrote, “I am 
master of my fate; I 
am the captain of my 
soul.” 

Bad things happen, 
but they don’t have to 
destroy. 

Instead of 

stumbling blocks, 
they can become 
steppingstones to 
something better.

Report on the Financial Statement 

We have audited the Estill County Sheriff’s Settlement - 2012 Taxes for the period April 17, 2012 through April 15, 2013 - 
regulatory basis, and the related notes to the financial statement. 

Management’s Responsibility for the Financial Statement 

Management is responsible for the preparation and fair presentation of the financial statement in accordance with accounting practices 
prescribed or permitted by the laws of Kentucky to demonstrate compliance with the Commonwealth of Kentucky’s regulatory basis 
of accounting as described in Note 1. Management is also responsible for the design, implementation, and maintenance of internal 
control relevant to the preparation and fair presentation of the financial statement that is free from material misstatement, whether due 
to fraud or error. 

Auditor’s Responsibility 

Our responsibility is to express an opinion on the financial statement based on our audit. We conducted our audit in accordance with 
auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America, the standards applicable to financial audits contained in 
Government Auditing Standards issued by the Comptroller General of the United States, and the Audit Guide for Sheriffs Tax 
Settlements issued by the Auditor of Public Accounts, Commonwealth of Kentucky. Those standards require that we plan and 
perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statement is free from material misstatement. 

An audit involves performing procedures to obtain audit evidence about the amounts and disclosures in the financial statement. The 
procedures selected depend on the auditor’s judgment, including the assessment of the risks of material misstatement of the financial 
statement, whether due to fraud or error. In making those risk assessments, the auditor considers internal control relevant to the 
entity’s preparation and fair presentation of the financial statement in order to design audit procedures that are appropriate in the 
circumstances, but not for the purpose of expressing an opinion on the effectiveness of the entity’s internal control.

The effects on the financial statement of the variances between the regulatory basis of accounting described in Note 1 and accounting 
principles generally accepted in the United States of America, although not reasonably determinable, are presumed to be material. 
Adverse Opinion on U.S. Generally Accepted Accounting Principles 

In our opinion, because of the significance of the matter discussed in the Basis for Adverse Opinion on U.S. Generally Accepted 
Accounting Principles paragraph, the financial statement referred to above does not present fairly, in accordance with accounting 
principles generally accepted in the United States of America, the financial position of each fund of the County Sheriff, as of April 15, 
2013, or changes in financial position or cash flows thereof for the year then ended. 

Opinion on Regulatory Basis of Accounting

10th Region Hall of fame inducts Estill County native and alumni

Scott County High School girls basketball assistant 
coach Tara Sewell Helton was recently inducted into 
the 10th Regions Hall of Fame last week-end at the girls 
regional tournament at Mason County High School. 
Helton is a 1993 graduate of Estill County High School, 
where she played since eighth grade. At that time the 
Superintendent did not allow 7th graders to play high 
school ball; although she did practice she was not allowed 
to play in 7th grade games. She was also unable to count 
her eighth grade points toward her high school total. 
Helton held the all-time leading scoring record for girls 
from 1993-2002.She is currently 4th in scoring. Helton 
played in 71 total games at ECHS, scoring 1576 career 
points in three years despite tearing her ACL into the 
third game of her junior season. She also dished out 497 
career assists, and grabbed 364 career rebounds. Helton 
shot a career free throw percentage of 81 percent (568- 


701) and hit 112 career three pointers. Her senior season, 
Helton was named Lexington Herald-Leader Honorable

Kentucky Afield Outdoors: 

A boat isn’t necessary for 
productive early spring 
sauger and walleye fishing 


FRANKFORT, Ky. - The cold, muddy 
water coursing through many rivers in 
Kentucky right now brings another round 
of dread in anglers. This situation seems 
depressing, but for anglers with level 10 
cabin fever after this long, dark winter, it 
is good news. 

When the rivers clear and stabilize, the 
sauger and walleye fishing will take off 
downstream of Green River Lake, Lake 
Cumberland, Kentucky Lake and Lake 
Barkley. 

“I think the fish are there right now,” said 
Ryan Oster, fisheries program coordinator 
for Kentucky Fish and Wildlife. “It is just a 
question of flow now. When the tailwaters 
come down to a fishable level, the fish are 
there and will bite.” 

The Cumberland River below Wolf Creek 
Dam is one of the hottest places to fish for 
walleye and sauger in late winter and early 
spring, especially for those anglers who 
don’t own boats. 

“There is good bank access down there 
and we’ve seen some really large walleye 
just below the dam,” said Marcy Anderson, 
southeastern fisheries district biologist for 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife. “We see nice 
sauger down there as well.” 

The state record sauger came from the 
Cumberland River below Wolf Creek 
Dam, a 7-pound, 7-ounce brute caught by 
Rastie Andrews in 1983. 

The extreme cold snaps producing below 
zero temperatures this winter severely 
stressed baitfish such as threadfin shad 
and alewives in Lake Cumberland. 

“The winter-stressed alewives and shad 
are coming through Wolf Creek Dam 
right now,” Oster said. “The walleye are 
waylaying those shad and alewives and so 
are big brown and rainbow trout.” 

Oster recommends a medium-sized 
minnow-shaped jerkbait that suspends 
in the water column. “Work the jerkbait 
forcefully and you can make them hit it,” 
he said. “I like natural colors that imitate 
shad or alewives such as silver and black, 
but if they don’t hit them, I go with the 
most outlandish color I have such as fire- 
tiger or the clown color. Let the fish tell 
you.” 

The Green River Tailwater Recreation 
Area just downstream of Green River 
Lake is another excellent bank angling 
destination for sauger and walleye during 
late winter and early spring. 

“That thing is loaded with fish,” said 
David Baker, stream fisheries biologist for 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife. “With high 
releases from Green River Lake, they are 
pulling a lot of fish through the dam. It is 
putting a lot of additional walleye in the 
tailwater adding to those that will migrate 
upstream from the river. It is a perfect 


storm for great spring fishing.” 

During population sampling in late 
January, Baker saw hundreds of walleye 
with some trophy-sized fish observed. The 
river also has sauger in fair numbers up to 
15 inches long. 

“It is probably the single best bank 
walleye fishery in the state,” Oster said. “In 
the Green and in the Cumberland River 
as well, a curly-tailed grub rigged on a 
leadhead works well for walleye and will 
catch sauger, too. I like orange, chartreuse 
and green for my grub colors.” 

Rig the grub with a light leadhead for 
walleye in both of these tailwaters, as 
they are shallow. “Find a change in water 
depth,” Baker said. “In the Green, that 
means water that drops from two feet 
deep to six feet deep.” 

Periods of low light are best for sauger 
and walleye fishing. “Walleye and sauger 
are sensitive to light,” Oster said. “Early 
morning, dusk and night are good times 
to fish. Overcast days are much better 
than bright, bluebird days.” 

The best bank opportunities for sauger 
are in the Tennessee River downstream 
of Kentucky Lake and in the Cumberland 
River below Lake Barkley. 

“They are both phenomenal bank 
fisheries for sauger,” Oster said. “The only 
lure I would throw would be an orange 
or chartreuse curly-tailed grub if I were 
fishing from the bank.” 

Anglers should use a leadhead heavy 
enough to occasionally touch bottom 
in the current. Start with a l A --ounce 
leadhead and move up to y^-ounce or 
heavier, depending on the flow. You can 
cast a leadhead and grub combination 
much further than live bait or most other 
lures. Plus, grubs are much easier to free 
when they get hung on the bottom. 

“With modern soft plastic baits 
impregnated with salt and scent, you don’t 
need live bait anymore,” Oster said. 

You can check the flow rate of these rivers 
by checking the Kentucky page of the U.S. 
Geological Survey’s statewide streamflow 
table at waterdata.usgs.gov/nwis/rt. 

You don’t need an expensive boat to 
catch walleye and sauger over the next few 
weeks. Hit these tailwaters for bank fishing 
as good as from any boat. Remember to 
buy your fishing license as they expire 
Feb. 28.

I often think of how hard 
it was for us rural children 
to get to school in years gone 
by. We all had to walk to the 
one-room school house in 
grade school thru all kinds 
of weather, but we didn’t 
really mind, being young and 
energetic. When the schools 
were consolidated in 1957, I 
rode down the mountain in 
a station-wagon - along with 
the other school-age children 
- to meet a big bus at a turn¬ 
around place near Middle 
Fork Creek. That little creek 


flooded sometimes and 
would keep the kids home 
that lived around that road. 
Station Camp Creek would 
close the road in 3 or 4 places 
when there were big “tides.” 

If we got to school and the 
creek was rising and about 
to get over the road, our bus 
would leave early to bring 
us home. About two years 
later, they decided to re-do 
the road to take it up out of 
the high-water zone, which 
needed to be done, but when 
they began work on it and had 
it all torn up, the rains came 
and created long stretches of 
clay mud. 

It became almost 
impossible for the bus to get 
thru without getting stuck. 
The bus would mire up (or 
down one) and all of us would 
have to get off and walk thru 
all that deep mud to the other 
side where another bus would 
take us on to school. 

I was in high school by 
then and all of us would have 


to go to the restroom first and 
try to clean our shoes off and 
that was hard to do because 
the clay mud was so sticky. 
We would be late to class a lot 
of those days, too. 

This went on for the longest 
time and it rained and rained. 
The buses would have to 
be pulled out with the road 
equipment. After they finally 
got the road built up out of 
high water, it was good to not 
have to worry about the creek 
getting over the road to town. 
Also, they later built a bridge 
across Middle Fork Creek 
that helped a lot. 

I now live on the road 
around from there and the 
creek gets over the road in 
three places when there is a 
big tide. 

Also, when I was in high 
school there was a huge 
landslide that came over a 
cliff on Drip Rock Mountain 
that would block the road. 
So all of us kids had to walk 
around above it and down 


through the woods over a 
hill and come out below the 
landslide and then walk to 
our bus stop. 

The road department 
would try to clear the road, 
but they didn’t get it all 
cleared out before more 
mud and rocks would come 
pouring over. This went on 
for a long time until the land 
sort of settled and it finally 
stopped. 

My last year or two of 
school, we rode in a panel 
truck with only two front 
windows open and benches 
along each side. The graveled 
roads were dusty in dry 
weather and dust came in the 
open windows. 

In the winter, it would 
snow, and the old mountain 
up to Drip Rock would be 
slick. Our drivers would have 
to get up speed and keep 
going to make it up that long 
steep mountain, and the old 
panel truck would slide back 
and forth in the tracks, but we 


made it to the top. 

I wasn’t scared back then, 
but probably would be now. 
When you’re young, you don’t 
see danger as much as later. 
We thought it was fun going 
up that slick old mountain. 
We had good drivers for sure. 
The people who lived up our 
way will remember what a 
hard time we had, I’m sure, 
but I’m glad we kept in school 
to pass our grades and some 
of us to graduate from high 
school. 

I was the only one of my 
family to go to high school 
because no bus ran until 
I began. I’m sure some of 
my older siblings would 
have gone if they had 
transportation, as well as 
some others, who lived in 
rural areas. 

Also, since we lived in 
the country, and on this 
road practically most of our 
married life, our kids had to 
miss school sometimes when 
the bus didn’t run around 


the narrow road when it was 
slick or the creek was over it. 
The teachers in high school 
who were city people didn’t 
understand and gave our kids 
unexcused absences, but they 
all kept up their grades and 
made it. 

Learning is important and 
we never get too old to learn 
new things. The book of 
Proverbs talks about getting 
wisdom and understanding 
and has a lot of good advice. 
It was written by King 
Solomon, who was the wisest 
man who ever lived. He 
asked God for wisdom and 
God gave it to him. 

The book of Proverbs also 
has a lot of instructions on 
how to live, and verse 16 of 
chapter 17 says, “How much 
better is it to get wisdom 
than gold! And to get 
understanding rather to be 
chosen than silver.” 

That is very valuable 
advice! 





With St. Patrick’s day right 
around the corner, we decided 
to share some traditional 
Irish recipes with our readers. 
Enjoy! 

Irish Pub Beef Stew 

1 1/2 pounds beef cut into 
chunks (stew meat) 

1/4 c. butter 

1 (10.5 oz) can tomato soup 

1 (10.5 oz) can water 

4 carrots, cut into chunks 
4 large potatoes cut into 
chunks 

2 stalks celery, cut into 
chunks 

4 onions, cut into chunks 
2 teaspoons salt 

1 teaspoons black pepper 
1/4 c. fresh parsley, chopped 
fine 

1/4 c. cooking sherry 

2 bay leaves 

Preheat oven to 300 degrees. 
In a heavy skillet brown 
the beef in the butter over 
medium high heat. Add 
the soup and water and stir 
well. Add the rest of the 
ingredients and cook for 
about 5 minutes, stirring 
once. Transfer to a cast iron 
dutch oven or oven proof 
pot and cook in the oven 
covered for 5 hours, stirring 
occasionally. Remove from 
oven, remove bay leaves and 
serve with Irish soda bread 
and butter. 


Crock Pot Corned 
Beef & Cabbage 
Dinner 

4 pounds corned beef, with 
included seasoning packets 
(Buy the cheapest cut, the 
fattier cuts have more flavor) 
water to cover 

1 onion, quartered 

2 bay leaves 

2 minced garlic cloves 
2 pounds baby red potatoes, 
whole 

1 pound baby carrots 
1 head cabbage, green, 
quartered 

GLAZE (OPTIONAL) 

1 c. light brown sugar 
1/4 c. spicy mustard 

Cover, place first 4 
ingredients in crock-pot. 
Do not add vegetables, cook 
on low 11 hours. Remove 
meat and transfer liquid to 
another large pot. Add the 
potatoes to the reserved 
liquid. Cook on medium 
high heat for 20 minutes and 
then add carrots, cook five 
minutes more, add cabbage 
and cook and additional 20 
minutes. Meanwhile, mix 
glaze ingredients. Spread 
evenly over cooked brisket 
and bake meat, uncovered, 
for 30 minutes in oven at 350 
degrees. This recipe will feed 
up to 4 people. 


minute or two. Put the 
sauteed onions in the slow- 
cooker then add the drained 
greens, ham, bacon, crushed 
red pepper and water. Cook 
on high for 4 hours or until 
greens are tender. Serve with 
balsamic vinegar, optional. 

Irish Whiskey Cake 

1 (18 oz) box yellow cake mix 
1 (3 1/2 oz) box instant 
vanilla pudding 
4 eggs 
1/2 c. oil 
1 c. milk 

11/2 fluid ounces whiskey 
1 c. pecans or 1 c. walnuts, 
chopped 

ICING 

1/2 c. butter, melted 

1 c. sugar 

1/4-1/2 c. whiskey 

Cake: combine all ingredients 
and mix for 3 minutes by 
hand. Pour into well-greased 
bundt pan and bake for 50- 
60 minutes at 350 degrees. 
Toothpick should come 
out clean. ICING: Cook on 
stovetop on medium. Heat 
until sugar is dissolved and 
mixture is brown. Leave cake 
in pan and using a toothpick, 
poke several holes into 
cake. Pour 3/4 of icing onto 
cake. Let set for 15 minutes. 
Flip cake onto plate. Brush 
remaining icing onto top and 
sides of cake.

Traditional Irish 
Soda Bread 

4 c. all-purpose flour 
1 tsp baking soda 
1 tsp salt 

1 1/2 c. buttermilk 

Head oven to 425 degrees. 
Brush a baking sheet with 
melted butter or spray with 
non-stick spray. Combine dry 
ingredients in a deep bowl. 
Gradually stir in 1 c. butter 
milk, beating constantly, 
until dough is firm enough 
to be gathered into a ball. If 
dough crumbles, add up to 
1/2 c. more butter milk, 1 
tbsp at a time, until it holds 
together. Place on a lightly 
floured board and pat into an 
8-inch flattened round loaf. 
Place loaf on a baking sheet 
and slash 1/2 inch deep “X” 
into the top of the dough 
with a small, sharp knife. 
Bake at 425 degrees for about 
45 minutes, or until the top is 
golden. Serve hot. 


Perfect Southern 
Greens 

1 bunch kale 

1 bunch other greens 
(collards, mustard, turnip) 

1 large onion, sliced 

1 tbsp olive oil 

2 garlic cloves, minced 

2 jalapeno peppers, minced

KENTUCKY FFA FOUNDATION 
PROMOTES FARM LICENSE 


Kentucky Commissioner of 
Agriculture James Comer 
has pioneered the Kentucky 
Farm License Plate Program, 
allowing Kentucky FFA to 
directly benefit from the 
sale of Ag Tags. When a 
person purchases a Kentucky 
Farm License plate, they 
have the opportunity to 
donate $10, which is divided 
equally between Kentucky 
FFA, Kentucky 4-H, and 
Kentucky Proud. The FFA 
share for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 2013 was 
$160,895.06, an increase of 
$39,186.42 over fiscal year 
2012. The Kentucky FFA 
Foundation distributes half 
of the fundsgenerated from 
a county directly back to the 
FFA chapters in that county. 
The half retained by the FFA 
Foundation is used to support 
a variety of FFA programs at 
the state level. 

“When Kentucky farmers 
renew their farm license 
plates, they can add a 
voluntary $10 donation 
that will be split evenly 
among these three fine 
organizations,” said 
Conmissioner Comer, a 
former State FFA President. 
“FFA and 4-FI give Kentucky’s 
young people opportunities 
to participate in constructive 
activities while they learn 
the value of hard work and 
discipline. Kentucky Proud 
helps Kentucky producers 
find new markets for their 
products. All three programs 
are vital to the future of 
Kentucky agriculture and 
Kentucky as a whole.” In 
Estill County, 18% of those 
purchasing farm plates made 


the contribution, an increase 
of 5% over the previous 
year. These contributions 
resulted in the local FFA 
directly receiving $265 from 
the Ag Tag program to use 
for local program activities. 
“The funds generated by 
the Ag Tag program for 
the FFA chapter are greatly 
appreciated, and used to 
fund travel expenses the 
FFA chapter must pay in 
order to participate in 
Regional competitions and 
other leadership activities.” 
According to advisor Lynn 
Miller. “However, the support 
shown by the community 
and the County Clerks office 
for the Ag Tag program 
shows these young adults 
the support that our farm 
community has for them 
and their activities. That is 
priceless to Estill County 
FFA and its members.” 

Estill County FFA members 
also participate in FFA 
Foundation programs which 
are funded by the Ag Tag 
donations, allowing our 
students to realize more 
opportunities and benefit 
from the program.
